there, look out.” and one of the great 


steel beams is swung into the air 
from a car on the temporary track 
and placed by the great crane just 
where it ought to be with such accu­ 
racy 
that 
the 
uninitiated breathe 
fast while the operation is progress­ 
ing. 
Five great cranes, 
like 
five 
great arms, snatch the steel from the 
railroad tracks and place it where, 
barring earthquake, it will remain for 
centuries. 
They 
are 
capable 
of 
reaching any part of the foundation. 
439 feet long and 200 wide. 
The legion of concrete piers which 
support the superstructure have been 
completed and now much steel is in 
place. 
The piers are sunk to bed­ 
rock, the average length being twen­ 
ty-four feet. 
End on end they would 
make a monolithic pile over a mije 
and a quarter in length. 
Eighty car­ 
loads of cement, eight thousand cubic 
yards of rock and two hundred and 
forty carloads of sand were mixed in 
erecting them at a cost of nearly a 
hundred thousand, and on an area 
of nearly three and one-half acres. 
Among the interesting sights on 
the grounds during the erection of 
the steel is the daring feats of the 
workers who ride 
on 
the 
cranes, 
climb the great piers like monkeys, 
throw bolts to each other while work­ 
ing, and sometimes stand on the end 
of an erected pier with a strong wind 
blowing and defy the elements.

That Missouri is splendidly equipped 
to furnish the twelve hundred cars 
of stone necessary for the construc­ 
tion no one can doubt, thougn many 
of the quarries iii the southern part 
of the state are practically inaccessi­ 
ble. 
The United 
States 
geological 
survey shows that nearly one-fourth 
of the state, mostly the south, is un­ 
derlaid with limestone and sandstone 
of high quality. 
Immense granite de­ 
posits also exist in the southern part. 
In 1912 Missouri 
ranked ninth 
in 
\ alue and quantity of stone, produc­ 
ing' nearly two and one-half million 
dollars worth. 
Our Missouri capitol'will not be as 
large nor as expensixe as some re­ 
cent capitols in

When There Is Winter of Deep Snows 
and Severe Cold There Is Great 
Loss From These Pests. 


TWH m atter of injury to orchards 
by field mice deserve more than a 
passing notice. 
Every year there as 
more or less injury done by these 
rodents. 
When we have a winter of 
deep snows and severe colds there is 
a great loss sustained from these 
pests. 
We have no practical means of ex­ 
terminating fteld mice, but there are 
certain operations that are helpful 
in preventing their attacks on trees. 
It has been observed that injury is 
greater and 
more 
general 
where 
dead grass, mulch or debris of any 
kind lies close to the trees. 
Material of this nature affords a 
harboring place, from under which 
cover mice prefer to ope rat a 
Before 
winter sets in all grass or mulch ma­ 
terial of any kind should be raked 
away from the trees for at least a 
radius of two feet leaving the ground 
as bare as possible. 
Where mulch 
culture is used a foot or two about 
each tree should be left bare. 
Injury is more severe on those frees 
whose root systems are high on the 
ground: that is, in cases where freez­ 
ing and thawing have caused heaving. 
Suich trees afford cavities in which 
mice harbor, and girdling usually re­ 
sults fatally if below the point where 
root and stem join. 
Throwing a few 
shovelfuls of dirt about the base of 
th i trees has proven very beneficial 
in this respect. 
There are some things that we can 
<k> to hold the field mice in check, 
sack as putting poisoned baits under 
the mulch in the strawberry patch for 
them to get, then remove all other 
harbors in the 
orchard, 
such 
as 
stumps, tufts of grass, etc., and if by 
this means we force them all to the 
berry for winter quarters we have 
them where, no doubt, we can get 
them with poison more readily than 
if they harbored all over the orchard.

Said That President Wilson Proba­ 
bly Will Not Appoint Reserve 
Board Members for at 
Least Thirty Days. 


Washington, April 3.—After three 
months of consideration the reserve 
bank 
organization 
committee 
last 
night announced that it has divided 
the continental United 
States 
into 
tw elve banking districts and selected 
twelve cities where federal reserve 
banks are to be located lintier the 
new currency law. 
This was the first 
decisive step toward the establish­ 
ment of the new system. 
Tho list of 
reserve bank centers follows: 
St. l»uis, Boston, New York. Phila­ 
delphia. Cleveland, Richmond 
Atlan­ 
ta. 
Chicago, 
Minneapolis. 
Kansas 
City, Dallas and San Francisco. 
The organization 
committee 
was 
not authorized by law to provide for 
branch banks of the federal reserve 
banks, but the act specifically states 
that such banks shall be established. 
This task will be left to the supervi­ 
sion of the federal reserve board, yet 
to be appointed by President Wilson. 
The 
organization 
committee 
an­ 
nounced that all information it has 
collected since it began its work last 
December shall be placed at the dis­ 
posal of the banks 
and

hoard 
when the establishment 
of 
branch 
banks is considered. 
President Wilson probably will not 
name the reserve board members for 
a month.

Budding ana grafting and propagating 
the best over and over again, skill 
fully, on scientific principles, are the 
stepping stones by which they ac 
complish their advance. But the ama­ 
teur should not attempt it. He should 
leave the process to them, and look to 
them for the proper stock to begin 
with. 
After a start with the right and 
most approved nursery stock, atten­ 
tion and cultivation will speedily bring 
the results so much desired. 
The 
winning of success becomes an easy 
task then, though to others it may 
seem inexplicable.

Good roads booster and progressive 
farm er Judge Hairston was one of 
the biggest men in Howard county. 
Ju st last week he was appointed to 
an executive position on the Feder­ 
ated Commercial Clubs of Missouri. 
However, he is best known as the 
friend of the farm boys of Missouri 
He was 50 years old. 
A widow', 
two daughters and a son survive him. 
His daughters are students in Howr- 
ard Payne college. 
Judge Hairston 
was himself a curator of this girls’ 
school at Fayette. 
Mr. Hairston held the office of pro­ 
bate judge and assessor of Howard 
county. 
On his 500-acre farm near 
Fayette he used the best ideas in pro­ 
gressive agriculture. 
He was an ex­ 
cellen t‘corn grow'er. 
Judge H anston 
was wealthy. 
The funeral probably will be held

“If the experiment can be made a 
success and the Missouri quail can 
be hatched and raised in sufficient 
numbers at the state game farm, the 
birds will be used to restock sections 
of the state where quail have become 
scarce, either from natural conditions 
or the ravages of the pot burner. 
“We will try it on a small scale at 
first, and if we are successful will in 
the end give up twenty acres of the 
farm to hatching and raising quail. 
“We have not received any birds 
yet, but expect them to arrive here in 
time for the breeding season. 
AVe 
cannot do more this season than to 
find out whether we can propagate 
them in numbers large enough to 
make the effort worth while.” 
Another interesting experiment, hut 
one not likely to be so successful as 
the one with quail, will be made at 
the state farm with

turkeys.

But as centuries rolled on Adam’s 
posterity became more and more de­ 
praved and demoralized; the original

blurred, faint, indistinct. 
So whole 
the desire for God still remains, in 
Koine |t is more pronounced than in 
others. 
In some it is so feeble that 
they care ]ijtie for their Creator and 
are easily satisfied by the. pleasures 
of the world or by the sensualities of 
life. ,. 
Many 
arn 
separated 
from 
God 
through ignorance, superstition and 
the doctrines of demons, as the Bible 
declares. 
Misunderstanding our gra­ 
cious Creator, they are thus driven 
away from Him. 
Whatever of nat­ 
ural inclination they have bad the 
Adversary seeks to thwart. 
As St. 
Paul deciares, “The god of this world 
hath blinded the minds of them that 
believe not, lest the light of the glo­ 
rious Gospel of Christ, who is the 
image of God, 
should 
shine 
into 
them.’.’ (II Corinthians 4:4), should 
scatter 
the 
darkness 
and 
make 
known known to them the true char­ 
acter of God; and thus they should 
bo drawn to Him. 
But with some of the race desire 
for God anil righteousness has pre­ 
vailed above the stupefying influence 
of the world, the flesh and tho devil. 
This class are drawn by the natural 
inclination of their minds God ward— 
desiring to he in harmony with their 
Creator. 
While those who were not 
born of religious parents have had a 
large experience with sin and aliena­ 
tion from God, others, born in a mea­

the Redeemer and to the Heavenly 
Father, w’hose Plan our

carrying out. More and more do they 
long to draw’ closer to God. and to be 
recognized of Him as members of His 
family.

One must be just in his thoughts 
before he can he properly just in his 
dealings. 
The

justly will act unjustly, in spite 
himself; therefore the new creature 


them holy and acceptable unto God, 
who immediately accepts them and 
begets them of His Holy Spirit. 
Thenceforth they are New’ Crea­ 
tures—“old things have passed away 
and all things become new'.” 
They 
.are now’ counted as members of His 
glorious church. 
Their fins that are 
past are all cleansed; and the New 
Creature has no defilement of itself. 
But attaching to the flesh are certain 
imperfections, which from 
time 
to 
time crop out. 
The New Creature is I 
to he prompt to notice these; for the 
New’ Creature is the new* will, which 
henceforth 
regulates 
the 
mortal 
body. 
Apparently some 
of 
God'S 
dear 
people have not realized what a con­ 
tract they have on hand. 
Some are 
inclined to he careless about watch­ 
ing the very things which they have 
been told to watch. 
It is for all the 
consecrated to remember that their 
first obligation is in respect to their 
own flesh, not that of others. 
We 
may give each other valuable sug­ 
gestions, hut the responsibility for 
the body rests with each aa a New 
Creature. 
And hero we have the 
task of our lives; for in our flesh, as 
the Apostle says, dw’ells no perfec­ 
tion. 
Some have one degree of im­ 
perfection and some another; some 
are more important and W h ish ed 
in one way and others in another. 
But as the Scriptures continually as­ 
sure us. there is no righteous, none 
perfect, no, not one. 
We all come 
short and need to recognize our short­ 
comings; and we ara to fight the 
good fight against them. 


The New Creature in School. 
Whoever would he of the class to 
which God has called us must of ne­ 
cessity be developed; therefore who­ 
ever God has called, accepted and be­ 
gotten of the Holy Spirit are in the 
School of Christ. Then begin the les­ 
sons which they must learn—they 
must grow in grace, in knowledge 
and in love. As the Apostle explains, 
they must be transformed-—be form­ 
ed over. 
If they are not thus trans­ 
formed. they will not be ready for 
the Kingdom to which they are call­ 
ed. This transforming is not a w’ork 
iii the flesh, althought it will affect 
the flesh to some extent. 
It is tho 
renewing of the mind—their minds 
must become new. 
Thereafter mat­ 
ters are to be decided, not according 
to their preferences, but according 
to 
certain 
principles—justice 
anil 
love. 
The New Creatures in Christ 
have a set of new* rules, altogether 
different from what they had before 
they became New’ Creatures. 
The world has no such rules and 
regulations as those which are ap­ 
plicable to the New 
Creatures 
in 
Christ. 
Everything done by * those 
who are in the School of Christ'raust 
be squared bv the Rule of Justice 
They dare not do anything that would 
be unjust to a neighbor, to a brother 
or to anybody. 
To the full extent oi’ 
their ability tho New’ Creatures must 
render justice. 
Many of the Lord’s 
people apparently have not fully real­ 
ized this fact—that obedience to the 
rules 
governing 
the 
new’ 
nature 
means absolutely the Golden Rule on 
their part toward all others. 
They 
must not do to others 
what 
they 
would not have others do to them. 
Because of failure on the part of 
some to recognize this principle, the 
way of the Lord is spoken evil of 
sometimes. 
If a Christian fails to 
pay his debts, or if he is careless as 
to how he involves himself in debt, 
it is because this principle of justice 
does 
not 
stand 
out 
prominently 
enough before his mind. 
As an old 
creature he has perhaps been in the 
habit of ignoring the lines of justice 
and of sliding alon^ as he may be 
able and of leaving others in the 
lurch*. 
This will not do for the New’ 
Creature; for he has come under a 
set of new rules, and no m atter how’ 
much the old creature may seek to 
shirk, the New Creature’s duty is to 
bring the body into subjection and to 
see that justice rules in every act 
and w’ord. and so far as possible in 
every thought. 


“ They Shall All Be Taught cf God.?’ 
To whatever extent the principles 
of justice control our minds, to that 
extent we have character likeness to 
Cod. The cultivation of these prin- 
**ples in all our actions 
and deal­ 
ings, in all our words and thoughts, 
must be our daily concern. It may 
be comparatively easy to be just so 


troi of his thoughts. He must never 
think of any one except with an un­ 
prejudiced mind, 
a 
calm Judgment, 
seeking to give others the benefit of 
the doubt, if there 
is 
any 
doubt 
whatever. Additionally, he must heed 
the Lord’s counsel 
that we should 
exercise great mercy, 
and 
that He 
would rather have 
us 
err 
in 
sense of being too lenient than have 
us be merely just. 
Rut beyond justice comes love,the 
jvery highest of God’s attributes. God 
is just; but He is love also, which 
is higher, in the sense that it implies 
something more than 
mere justice. 
Not only will God do full justice 
o everybody, but He will do a little 
more—Ho will do something of love. 
This He shows us in His dealings 
with mankind. 
God was only just 
when He condemned the race of Ad­ 
am as unfit for everlasting life: and 
lr would still have been just if He 
lad never provided 
redemption 
or 
any 
other 
opportunity 
for 
w’orld 
whatever. 
God is more than 
Just, however, 
aril so in due time He provided 
the 
Redeemer. This was Grace, this was 
Mercy, this was Love. And love has 
been working all through His great 
plan of the ages, providing first the 
Savior, then 
making 
provision for 
the church, that through His mercy 
we might come from the ranks of 
sinners up to the ranks of glory. To 
accomplish this, He has forgiven the 
sms of the church, 
has encouraged 
them by assurances of His love and 
favor all the way and bas made all 
things work together for their good. 


“ Be Ye Perfect” 
This, then, is the love of God, and 
the new creatures 
in 
Christ must 
lav e this character likeness to God. 
We must have love, 
sympathy, and 
not merely Justice. There is nothing 
rf grace in the giving 
of justice; 
anything less than justice is wrong. 
But the Lord’s people must be more 
than just; they are to be kindly af­ 
fectioned 
one 
to 
another, 
tender 
hearted, forgiving one another, even 
God for Christ’s save bas forgiven 
them. 
Our Heavenly Father wishes 
\ 
His children to see that quality in 
His character and to copy it. 
This 
is what Jesus meant w’hen He said, 
‘ Be ye perfect, even as your Father 
In heaven is perfect.” 
We can not 
bring our mortal body to that degree 
ct perfection where every act would 
be perfect, every w’ord perfect, 
but 
the mind m ust be 
in full sympathy 
and accord with God 
and 
Ills 
ac 
rangements, and each must strive to 
the best of his ability to bring tho 
body into harmony with God. 
As the Bible teaches, the church 
class are In the school of Christ, be­ 
ing taught 
of 
God—His 
workman­ 
ship. By His 
providence 
and 
Ilia 
Word He has been working 
in 
us. 
by our experiences, 
which He has 
shaped for us, and by the opportuni­ 
ties which He has given us. 
All of 
these things 
are 
designed of the 
Lord to bless us and to devclov us 
in His character likeness, so that, as 
Jesus said, we may be like unto our 
Father in heaven, bo that we may he 
holy, even as He is holy, that our in­ 
tentions, aims, desires may be exact­ 
ly of the same kind as His own. 
If, therefore, any 
one 
who 
pro­ 
fesses to be a new creature in Christ 
bas in his heart a feeling of bitter­ 
ness, envy or strife, 
let

be­ 
ware! Such a condition of heart is 
dangerous; it is not of the holy spirit, 
r.t all. Those who 
have 
such ele­ 
ments of character are not holy as 
the Heavenly Father is holy. On the 
contrary, as 
the 
apostle 
explains, 
these qualities of character are the 
works of the flesh and of the devil; 
and to whatever extent one posses­ 
ses these they are the works of the 
flesh and the devil at work in 
the 
heart, ' 
But if, on the contrary, 
one has 
holiness and a fullness of desire to 
know and do God’s will 
as 
an in­ 
creasing power in his 
heart, 
then 
he is indeed being sealed of the holy 
spirit of God.. 
The character like 
rcss of our Father in heaven Is be­ 
ing impressed upon him. He is more 
and more coming to see things from 
God’s viewpoint, to see as God sees,
